MONDAY,  THE  senate  passed 
a bill  providing  for  recipients  of 
the  winter  quarter  Chest  Fund 
Drive.  It  cut  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America  and  Salvation  Army 
from  the  list. 

“While  I am  sure  that  the  or- 
ganizations listed  are  worthy.  I 
feel  that  they  should  not  be  giv- 
en preference  at  the  expense  of 
snubbing  an  organization  of- 
ficially adopted  by  the  Church  as 
part  of  its  program  for  youth,” 
explained  President  Lee. 

BOY  SCOUT  program  plays  a . 
big  part  in  the  Mutual  program 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.  The  Youth 
Leadership  Dept,  at  Brigham 
Young  University  is  essentially  a 
department  for  training  scout 
leaders. 

“I  am  sure  that  Boy  Scouts 
have  other  sources  of  funds,” 
added  Lee,  who  is  a member  of 
the  general  board  of  YMMIA, 
“but  I don’t  feel  this  is  an  argu- 
ment for  our  refusing  to  be  one 
of  its  sources.” 

REGARDING  elimination  of 
Salvation  Army  from  the  list, 
Lee  said  he  had  no  strong  feel- 
ing on  the  matter.

Some  of  the  ideas  are  pretty  cockeyed  and  others  are  quite 
good. 

Unfortunately,  a very  small  percentage  of  those  who 
have  ideas  ever  get  passed  the  “boy,  if  they'd  just  give  a 
chance  to  at  that,”  stage. 

BELLING  THE  CAT 

' It’s  like  the  story  of  “Belling  the  Cats.”  All  the  little 

mice  sat  around  and  cussed  the  cat.  They  thought  and 
thought,  how  they  could  keep  him  from  eating  them.

OPENS  COMMUNICATION 

; The  dean’s  sounding  board  is  designed  to  open  the 

lines  of  communication  between  the  studentbody  and  the 
• administration. 

A number  of  changes  in  administration  policy  have 
come  as  the  result  of  suggestions  made  by  students  in 
sounding  board  sessions. 

Last  year,  for  example,  the  university  w'as  planning  to 
charge  an  extra  fee  for  all  students  who  carried  more  than 
the  regulation  16  hours  of  academic  credit.  As  the  result 
of  a sounding  board  discussion  of  the  proposed  fee,  the 
administration  abandoned  -the  idea  completely. 

PROBLEMS  SOLVED 

Things  like  student  parking,  bicycle  codes,  registra- 
tion, final  exam  schedules,  hav-e  all  been  brought  up  in 
sounding  boards  and  have  been  acted  upon  either  by  the 
administration  or  student  government. 

Sounding  boards  are  similar  to  the  “brain  storming” 
sessions  now  being  used  in  industry  and  personal  programs 
throughout  the  country.  The  staff  of  an  organization 
, meets  together  and  discusses  ideas  for  solving  a specific 
1 problem.  Everything  goes  and  no  idea  is  discarded.  Nega- 
I tive  thinking  is  not  allowed.  Following  the  session  the 
ideas  are  tabulated,  sifted  and  evaluated.  Many  important 
ihnovations  have  come  to  industry  in  recent  years  through 
brain  storming. 

EMPHASIZES  POSITIVE  THINKING 

The  sounding  board  emphasizes  positive  thinking. 
Even  though  some  of  the  things  _brought  up  are  serious, 
^ vexing  problems,  the  very  fact  that  they  can  be  brought 
up  and  discussed,  clears  the  air  and  smooths  the  road. 


Students  who  have  difficulty 
with  college  curriculum  are  u§; 
ually  students  who  have  a read- 
ing difficulty  also,  according  to 
counseling  service  personnel. 

Brighanv  Young  University 
counseling  service  has  a develop- 
mental reading  program  de- 
signed to  aid  students  who  have 
difficulty  with  reading.  Regis- 
tration for  winter  quarter  classes 
is  now  underway  at  the  offices 
at  TOB  No.  2. 

STUDENTS  are  admitted  to 
the  program  on  the  basis  of  in- 
dividual need  as  shown  on  a di- 
agnostic reading  test,  as  well  as 
their  personal  feeling  of  need 
for  help. 

Some  students  may  be  placed 
in  an  individual  program  be- 
cause of  comparatively  advanced 
reading  ability;  others  may  work 
as  members  of  a group. 

EMPHASIS  of  the  program  is 
on  aiding  individual  students  to 
become  versatile,  competent 
readers — not  just  fast  readers, 
counseling  service  personnel 
said. 

Course  credit  is  not  available 
for  the  course,  and  attendance 
is  voluntary'.  Only  cost  to  the 
student  will  be  the  purchase  of 
a $3  reading  manual. 

STUDENTS  interested  in  en- 
rolling in  winter  quarter  classes 
may  register  at  the  counseling 
service  offices  and  take  the  diag- 
nostic reading  test.

Did  you  look  up  this  morning? 
If  you  didn’t,  take  a look  at  the 
sky  right  now.  Are  there  any 
Russian  planes  overhead?  Are 
there  any  missiles  screaming  at 
you  with  their  destructive  atom- 
ic warheads  armed  and  ready  to 
destroy  you? 

There  could  be!  All  it  would 
take  to  completely  destroy  the 
United  States  would  be  for  an 
enemy  to  figuratively  “push  a 
button,”  and  in  30  minutes  maj- 
or cities  of  the  United  States 
would  be  completely,  obliterated. 

• “IT  WILL  never  happen,”  you 
say.  “No  country  would  be  fool- 
ish enough  to  attack  the  United 
States.” 

These  same  comments  were 
being  expressed  18  years  ago. 
but  in  the  early  morning  hours 
on  December  7,  1941,  the  Em- 
peror of  Japan  sent  his  destruc- 
tive air  power  into  action  and 
annihilated  the  United  States 
Navy  based  at  Pearl  Harbor,  and 
devastated  the  planes  of  the  Air 
Force  stationed  there. 

ODDLY  ENOUGH,  while  it 
was  the  destructive  attack  of  the 
Emperial  Air  Force  that  plunged 
the  United  States  into  war,  it 
was  the  force  of  the  atomic 
bomb,  given  birth  by  the  United 
States  Air  Force,  that  ended  that 
terrible  conflict. 

But  more  important  to  you 
and  me  right  now,  it  is  the  of- 
fensive and  defensive  ability  of 
the  United  States  Air  Force  that 
is  playing  a key  role  in  keeping 
the  cold  war  from  exploding  in- 
to World  War  III.  Everyone, 
however,  plays  an  important 
role  in  maintaining  peace 
throughout  the  world. 

HERE  AT  Brigham  Young 
University,  we  face  a threat  to 
national  peace  and  security  just 
as  real  as  the  one  posed  by  the 
Japanese  attack  on  Pearl  Har- 
bor.

Y Language  Lab 
Rates  with  Best 

“When  men  can  talk  together,' 
they  can  get  together.”  So  stated 
President  David  O.  McKay  dur- ' 
ing  the  priesthood  session  of 
the  April  1953  General  Confer- 
ence of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  [ 

THIS  STATEMENT  is  even 
more  applicable  to  the  present 
dqy  than  it  was  a few  years  ago. : 
With  the  United  States  in  a po- 
sition of  world  leadership,  lan- 
guage is  all-important.  ! 

A great  new  international  un- 
derstanding is  developing  among 
the  peoples  of  the  earth.  One  of 
the  essential  factors  of  under- 
standing is  knowing  what  other 
people  are  saying  and  being  able 
j to  talk  to  them  in  return. 

I THE  IMPORTANCE  of  learn- 
: ing  other  tongues  is  greatly  emr 
phasized  by  the  missionary  sys- 
tem of  the  Church. 

These  two  things  greatly  stim- 
ulate the  study  of  foreign  lan- 
guages- at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity. To  further  facilitate  lan- 
jguage  efficiency, 'BYU  has  one 
of  the  best  equipped,  most  mod- 
j ern  language  laboratories  in  the 
I intermountain  west. 

ACCORDING  TO  Dr.  Harold 
W.  Lee,  chairman  of  the  Lan- 
guage Dept.,  plans  are  being 
made  which  will  bring  the  lab- 
oratory to  thfe  top  position. 

The  purpose  of  the  laboratory 
is  to  teach  students  to  speak  the  j 
language,  as  well  as  read  and' 
write  it.  The  23  booths  give  46 
students  at  a time  the  oppor- 
tunity to  hear  native  voices  and 
mimic  the  accents. 

STUDENTS  LISTEN  with  ear- 
phones to  taped  recordings  of  the  | 
language  they  are  studying.  On ' 
the  tape  the  voice  says  a few 
words  and  pauses  to  give  the  stu- 
dent a chance  to  repeat  them. 

Six  additional  soundproof 
booths  are  equipped  with  tape 
recorders  and  loudspeakers  so  a 
student  may  record  the  voice  and 
his  repetition.  He  can  then  play 
it  back  and  make  a word-for- 
word  comparison  to  catch  his ' 
errors. 

TWELVE  languages  are  being 
taught  presently  at  BYU.  They 
include  Arabic,  Egyptian, 
French,  Hebrew,  German,  Greek.
